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MARKET  REVIEW 


Deliveries  for  U.S.  consumption  through  April  16,  I960  were  about 
70 ,  000  tons  above  those  of  the  previous  year  to  the  same  date.  Refiners' 
deliveries  were  79  >  000  tons  ahead  of  those  of  last  year  with  deliveries 
by  beet  processors  (applicable  to  the  current  quota)  and  those  by  im- 
porters down  from  their  1959  levels  . 

During  the  first  quarter  of  I960  beet  sugar  deliveries  chargeable  to  the 
I960  quota  totaled  361,000  tons  or  about  21  percent  of  their  January  1, 
I960  effective  inventory  of  sugar.  The  effective  inventory,  consisting 
of  January  1,  I960  physical  stocks  of  sugar,  plus  sugar  estimated  to 
be  produced  during  I960  from  1959  crop  beets  totaled  about  1,703,000 
tons  or  65,000  tons  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  locations 
of  the  effective  inventories  as  well  as  the  constructive  deliveries  at  the 
end  of  1959  have  influenced  this  year's  deliveries  of  beet  sugar.

During  the  last  three  years  beet  sugar  deliveries  during  the  first  three 
quarters  of  the  year  have  averaged  97.3  percent  of  the  effective  inven- 
tory, ranging  from  96.  3  to  97.9  percent  in  individual  years.  It  will  be 
necessary  for  beet  processors  to  deliver  about  1 ,  300 ,  000  tons  of  sugar, 
50,000  tons  per  week,  during  April-September  this  year  to  market 
97.3  percent  of  their  I960  effective  inventory  before  October  I960. 
This  would  be  an  increase  of  62,000  tons  over  deliveries  during  the 
same  period  last  year  when  beet  sugar  marketings  totaled  1,238,000 
tons . 
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The  effective  inventory  of  1,703,000  tons,  as  of  January  1,  19bU  is 
substantially  smaller  than  estimated  at  the  time  that  the  I960  -crop 
sugar  beet  limitation  of  985,000  acres  was  announced.  To  partially 
offset  reduced  1959-crop  production  the  Department  on  April  20,  I960 
increased  the  I960 -crop  limitation  to  1,000,000  acres,  8.1  percent 
above  the  1959-crop  limit. 

For  calendar  year  I960  through  mid- April,  the  spot  pricefor  raw  sugar 
atNewYork,  No.  6contract,  plus  duty,  averaged  6 . 03  cents  per  pound. 
For  the  same  period  last  year  the  average  was  5.96  cents  or  0.07  cent 
less.  The  average  quoted  prices  of  refined  sugar  at  New  York  during 
this  same  period  show  a  similar  difference,  9.29  for  I960  and  9.23  for 
1959.  During  the  first  12  days  of  April  the  spot  price  of  raw  sugar 
duty  paid  at  New  York  was  6.20  cents,  but  sales  of  "in  port"  cargoes 
on  April  12  brought  the  price  down  to  6.15  cents  where  it  remained 
through  April  21.  The  average  for  the  first  half  of  April  was  6.19  cents 
per  pound  or  3.01  cents  below  the  refined  price  quotation  of  9.20  cents 
per  pound.  During  the  first  two  weeks  of  April  1959  the  raw  sugar  price 
was  5.76  cents  per  pound  or  3.  29  cents  less  than  the  9.05  cents  refined 
price .  With  the  July  futures  quotation,  duty  added,  at  6 . 40  cents , sellers 
of  raw  sugar  are  reported  to  be  asking  6 . 30  cents  per  pound  for  May- 
shipments  . 

At  mid- April  the  quoted  "basis"  wholesale  price  for  refined  cane  sugar 
in  hundred  pound  bags  remained  at  9.20  cents  per  pound  in  the  North- 
east and  at  9.30  cents  in  the  Southeast  and  Gulf.  In  the  Chicago-West 
territory  the  refined  cane  quotation  was  8.80  cents  with  beet  sugar  at 
8.60  cents  per  pound  in  this  territory  as  well  as  in  the  Eastern  beet 
area.  On  the  Pacific  Coast  cane  and  beet  sugar  are  both  quoted  at  8.80 
cents  per  pound  in  the  Northwest  and  8.90  cents  in  the  balance  of  the 
territory.  An  increase  of  0.05  cent  per  pound  in  the  quoted  delivered 
price  was  announced  for  both  beet  and  cane  sugar  for  1,000  bag  direct 
deliveries  to  most  of  Illinois,  southeastern  Wisconsin,  St.  Louis., 
Missouri,  and  Gary  and  Hammond,  Indiana.  Effective  April  n  the 
delivered  price  for  this  territory  became  9.05  cents  for  beet  sugar  and 
9.25  cents  per  pound  for  refined  cane  sugar. 

World  raw  sugar  prices  began  and  ended  in  the  mid-March  to  mid- 
April  period  at  3.02  cents  per  pound  but  averaged  3.06  cents  with  a 
low  of  2.98  cents  per  pound  on  March  23  and  a  high  of  3. 10  cents  per 
pound  on  April  4,  5  and  6.  On  March  23,  the  day  of  the  low  for  this 
period,  20,000  tons  of  Cuban  sugar  previously  sold  to  the  United  Arab 
Republic  was  reported  resold  to  Morocco  at  that  price. 
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On  April  6  Cuba  announced  that  her  I960  production  would  be  increased 
by  200,000  Spanish  long  tons,  to  a  total  of  5,700,000  tons. 

The  actions  of  the  International  Sugar  Council  meeting  during  the  week 
of  March  28  provided  for  no  change  in  the  overall  level  of  quotas  in 
effect,  although  the  estimate  of  total  requirements  was  increased  and 
the  estimate  of  availability  of  sugar  from  non-member  exporters  was 
decreased. 

The  statistical  committee  of  the  International  Sugar  Council,  meeting 
in  London  on  March  28,  revised  estimates  of  requirements  for  the  free 
market.  Requirements  were  estimated  at  6,365,000  metric  tons,  raw 
value,  an  increase  of  575,000  tons.  The  principal  increases  for  indi- 
vidual countries  were  800,000  tons  for  the  U.S.S.R.  and  50,000  tons 
for  Japan  while  decreases  of  85,000  tons  each  were  made  for  Vene- 
zuela and  United  Kingdom  and  decreases  of  30,000  and  35,000  tons 
were  made  for  France  and  Iran,  respectively. 

Total  available  supplies  with  quotas  in  effect  at  85  percent  of  basic  ex- 
port tonnages  were  estimated  to  be  5,958,000  metric  tons  or  407,000 
metric  tons  less  than  estimated  requirements.  This  total  includes  an 
estimated  355,000  metric  tons  from  non-member  countries.  Non- 
member  availability  was  reduced  from  440,000  tons,  the  estimates  for 
East  Germany  and  Argentina  being  lowered  by  50,000  tons  each  and  for 
Bulgariaand  Roumania  being  increased  by  10,000  and  5,000  tons,  re- 
spectively. A  survey  of  supplies  available  from  member  exporting 
countries  revealed  that  many  countries  could  use  only  a  part  or  none 
of  their  present  quotas  and  therefore  large  shortfalls  would  be  declared 
eventually . 

Actions  by  the  Council  left  quotas  in  effect  at  85  percent  of  basic  export 
tonnages  and  ordered  immediate  redistribution  of  anticipated  short- 
falls and  minor  tonnages  representing  penalties  against  certain  countries 
for  overshipment  or  undershipment  of  quotas  in  1959. 

Some  European  countries  for  which  shortfalls  were  declared  and  re- 
distributed may  export  some  sugar  in  the  final  quarter  of  the  year  if 
good  beet  sugar  crops  are  produced  this  year.  The  nature  of  the  action 
by  the  Council  was  such  that  each  country  retains  the  right  to  fill  its 
export  quota  which  was  in  effect  before  the  Council  made  its  deter- 
mination.

No  action  was  taken  on  a  Cuban  proposal,  supported  by  the  U.S.S.R. , 
that  the  sale  to  U.S.S.R.  of  1,000,000  tons  per  year  for  five  years  be 
considered  a  special  deal  and  not  to  be  charged  to  the  Cuban  quota. 

Lebanon  became  a  member  of  the  International  Sugar  Agreement  since 
the  previous  Council  meeting,  bringing  the  total  membership  to  36,  ten 
importing  countries  and  26  exporting  countries. 

The  European  sugar  beet  acreage  for  the  1960-61  crop  season  is  esti- 
mated at  6,346,000  hectares,  as  compared  with  6,088, 000  hectares 
last  season,  an  increase  of  258,000  hectares,  equivalent  to4.2per- 
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cent,  according  to  Licht's  first  estimate.  For  Western  Europe  the 
acreage  is  placed  at  1,  886 ,  000  hectares ,  as  against  1,  917,  000  hectares 
last  year,  a  decrease  of  31,000  hectares,  equivalent  to  1.6  percent. 
For  Eastern  Europe,  including  Russia,  the  forecast  is  for  4,460,000 
hectares  as  against  4,171,000  hectares  last  season,  an  increase  of 
289,000  hectares,  equivalent  to  6.9  percent. 

ADMINISTRATIVE  ACTIONS 

Date  announced  Nature  of  action 

March  29,  Revision  in  requirements  to  import  or  bring  sugar  or 

I960  liquid  sugar  into  the  continental  United  States  from  all 

areas,  requiring  prior  authorization  by  the  Sugar  Di- 
vision, CSS,  throughout  the  year.  Other  changes  of  a 
clarifying  nature  are  also  made.  The  revisions  be- 
come effective  May  1,  I960.  (See  March  31,  I960  Fed- 
eral Register). 

April  8,  Two  separate  determinations  of  fair  and  reasonable 

I960  wage  rates  for  the  I960  sugar  beet  crop  covering  all 

producing  areas .  All  hourly  rates  for  thinning,  hoeing  ., 
and  weeding  are  increased  5  cents  per  hour .  The  hourly 
rates  for  pulling,  topping,  and  loading  remain  as  es- 
tablished for  the  1959  crop.  The  minimum  rates  for 
all  operations  are  75  cents  per  hour  in  all  of  the  do- 
mestic areas  other  than  in  California  (exclusive  of  the 
Imperial  Valley) , southern  Oregon  and  western  Nevada 
where  the  rates  are  80  cents.  Cultivation  piece  work 
rates  for  districts  other  than  those  in  California,  south- 
ern Oregon  and  western  Nevada,  for  the  I960  crop, 
varying  by  operation  and  wage  districts  are  unchanged 
from  the  determination  for  the  1959  crop,  (See  April 
12,  I960  Federal  Register). 

Public  hearing  announced  on  fair  and  reasonable  prices 
for  I960  crop  Hawaiian  sugarcane.  The  hearing  will 
begin  at  9  a.m.,  May  5,  I960  in  the  Auditorium  of  the 
Hilo  Electric  Light  Company,  Ltd.,  Kilaue a  Avenue, 
Hilo,  Hawaii.

80,000  tons,  Puerto  Rico  29,000  tons,  "full  duty"  foreign  countries 
12,000  tons,  Domestic  Beet  Area  589. 

4.  Regionally,  January-February  I960  sugar  deliveries  were  1  to  11 
percent  larger  than  during  the  same  1959  period,  except  to  the  Western 
region  they  were  9  percent  smaller.  The  smallest  increase  was  in  de- 
liveries to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  and  the  largest  to  the  Southern 
region;  to  the  New  England  and  North  Central  regions  increases  were 
3  to  4  percent.
